BOOBY BIRD IS WELL NAMED 


Most Stupid, of /Ul Feathered Crea- 


tures, Though Its Eggs Are 


Pronounced Good, 


Doubtless the term "booby," signify- 


ing a stupid creature, has been mis- 
applied In some cases, but It correct- 
ly describes several Varieties Of birds 
of the gannet species common to cer- 
tain Islands of the Caribbean sea. 


The. booby is a small water fowl, 


and in spring and summer millions 
of Its kind flock to seven little islands 
some thirty-five miles southeast of 
Jamaica. Tho booby bird Is so called 
because of Its stupidity, since it has 
absolutely no fear of man. 
The is- 


lands frequented by these birds arc 
leased to private individuals who de 
rive a large Income from the collec- 
tion and sale of booby eggs. Nearly 
(iO.OOO dozen booby eggs were taken 
from the seven little islands to Ja- 
maica last year, where they were sold 
at the rate of about $3.26 for a case 
containing 500.
